ate this summer, those folks who live near 

the East Hampton Airport got so fed up with 
all the ear-splitting noise of aircraft comings 
and goings there that they declared the existing 
rules and regulations inadequate. The airport 
should be shuttered. They said Santa Monica, a 
well-to-do community in California, had voted to 
close their airport. East Hampton could do it too. 
Many thought this an extreme suggestion, and 
after awhile cooler heads prevailed and a series 
of noise restrictions were put into effect. Last 
week, a court struck down these restrictions. 
The court said that East Hampton Airport 
would have to abide by decisions offered up by 
the Federal Aviation Administration, which has 
almost never agreed to any noise restrictions 
anywhere in the country since a law stipulating 
that requirement went into effect in 1990. 

As a result of this, it seems that the option 
to shut down the East Hampton Airport 
should be looked into further. Is it viable? Last 
Wednesday, I decided to go to Santa Monica 
and see this for myself. 

I woke early, drove from my house in East 
Hampton to Southampton and parked at the 
Omni, then took a 10 a.m. Hampton Ambassador 
to New York City, watching the movie Bluebird 


(which was quite good) along the way, but, 
before reaching Manhattan, I got off at the 
Airport Connection in Queens and took a cab 
to John F. Kennedy Airport and a Jet Blue flight 
from JFK to Los Angeles International (LAX). 
There I rented a car from Budget, set my GPS 
for Santa Monica Airport and found it on the 
Donald Douglas Loop in that town and drove 
to it. It was a 12-hour journey, door to door. | 
hoped it would be worth it. 

I walked into what I found to be a spookily 
quiet main terminal building and followed 
signs that led me to OBSERVATION DECK, 
OPERATIONS and RESTAURANT. There, at 
Operations, | found someone to talk to and 
asked if I could meet with the Airport Manager. 
I should tell you that Santa Monica Airport 
terminal is about the size of Islip-MacArthur. 
But there seemed to be almost nobody home. 

Out front there was plenty of parking. In 
the back was the single Santa Monica Airport 
runway, with a bunch of small planes parked 
nearby. The runway, which is 4,973 feet long, 
is long enough to accommodate the largest 
corporate jets. To the northeast, you could look 
off beyond the end of the runway to see the tall 
buildings of Century City. Off to the southwest 
is the residential city of Santa Monica and 
the community of Venice. (Cont’d on next page)

At the end of the war, the government 
ended their lease and returned the 
property back to the City, with conditions 
whereby the City, in operating the airport, 
must conform to government operating 
conditions forever. 

In 1973, Douglas moved _ its 
manufacturing operations out of Santa 
Monica to Long Beach, ending the lease 
with the City of Santa Monica, leaving 
it as a general aviation facility for small 
planes and corporate aircraft. Then, in 
1987, at the urging of the people who 
lived in those little houses by the runway, 
now two generations later and largely no 
longer blue-collar workers, the City put 
in noise restrictions on aircraft that took 

off and landed here. These restrictions are 
in place to this day. No aircraft is allowed to 
take off and land with over 95 decibels of noise. 
There is also a curfew. As I write this, the airport 
has noise monitors at both ends of the runway 
that measure Single Event Noise Exposure. It 
is timed to the arrivals and departures, and if 
the 95-decibel limit is exceeded there are fines. 
The first violation gets a warning, the second a 
$2,000 fine, a third $5,000 and a fourth $10,000. 
If it happens again after that, the aircraft is 
banned for six months. (Cont'd on page 28)

A Million Years Ago, This Could Be Pretty Scary

2 Dinosaurs 

W<*< got lots of trouble on Earth just 

Y¥ now. Climate change. Terrorism. Police 
violence. Syria. North Korea. Earthquakes. 
Overpopulation. A scary President-elect. But 
aren't you glad you weren’t born 70 million 
years ago? 

Archeologists recently discovered, in 
two different places on Earth, the footprints 
of a huge monster dinosaur. One is in 
Bolivia, South America. It’s believed to be 
the footprint of a 40-foot-tall Abelisaurus, a 
fierce, flesh-eating, two-legged beast with 
powerful jaws and razor teeth that, until 
now, was believed to have lived only until 
100 million years ago. The footprint is the 
largest footprint of any carnivore ever found. It 
is nearly four feet wide, and it’s in the bottom 
of the Marugua Crater, about 40 miles from 
Sucre, the capital of Bolivia. Most disturbing 
is that it is 70 million years old, which is 30 
million years more recent than we ever thought 
possible before. 

The second footprint was found in September 
in the Gobi Desert, which is on the border 
that separates Mongolia from China. This one 
is 106 centimeters wide (the one in Bolivia is 
115 centimeters wide) and it was made 
when what scientists think was a 60-foot-tall 
Titanosaur stomped into some mud near what 
must have been an oasis in that desert all 
those years ago. Then it lumbered on. It left 
the footprint behind, which soon filled up with 
sand and then fossilized. 

A science professor named Shinobu 
Ishigaki from the Okayama University of 
Science in Tokyo was photographed lying next to 
this footprint. It’s almost as long as he is, 
lying down. He wears a bandana around 


his neck and he’s smiling. 

“This is a very rare discovery as it’s a well- 
preserved fossil footprint that is more than a 
meter long with imprints of its claws,” in the 
dirt, a statement from Okayama University of 
Science reads. 

The footprint in Bolivia was photographed 
with paleontologist Sebastian Apestesuta lying 
next to it. He also wears a smile. 

Thefootprintin Bolivia breaks therecord forthe 
biggest footprint of a carnivorous dinosaur ever 
measured, a record that , before this, stood at 
110 centimeters and was found in New Mexico 
from a dinosaur believed to have lived 105 
million years ago. 

Nothing like this has ever been discovered on 
Eastern Long Island. So I think we are safe, at 
least for now. 


Celebration at Truck Beach 

For generations, the local people of East 
Hampton Town have gone down to a particular 
ocean beach called Truck Beach for fishing, 
swimming, surfing, kite flying, picnicking, 
sunbathing, beach driving and all other manner 
of beach activities. The beach is a quarter-mile 
long, east of Amagansett and tucked away along 
a sand road which is really only accessible by 
four-wheel-drive vehicle. 

Over the years, some summer people built 
vacation homes at the back of the dunes there, 


with their driveways going out to the Montauk 


Highway. Not long ago, a group, as “Seaview at 
Amagansett” (meaning, I’m imagine, they didn’t 
want to look at the locals, they wanted to look 
at the sea), filed a lawsuit claiming, in essence, 
that they lived beachfront, their homes were 
beachfront and this was their beach. The locals 
there, it seems, were a nuisance and everybody 
has to get off. 

The Town Trustees, who were the defendants, 


claimed that this beach had been set aside by 
King Charles III of England for the recreational 
use of town residents. He issued a decree 
declaring that in 1686. And the Town Trustees 
had defended this right since then. 

But this past Friday, after the matter was 
taken up by the New York State Supreme Court, 
Judge Ralph T. Gazzillo rendered a 33-page 
decision after a five-day bench trial. 

He ruled for the locals. He cited the 
“questionable, unimpressive and contradictory” 
testimony of the Plaintiff's expert witnesses, 
and he cited the “credible, harmonious and 
persuasive” testimony of the locals.

“We now have commercial aviation in 
this terminal. The public is welcome,” Hernandez 
told me. “We lease space to small planes. 
The big corporate jets and charters are 
handled by Atlantic Aviation, which has a large 
terminal and hangar elsewhere on the airport 
grounds, having arranged an agreement with 
the City of Santa Monica. In fact, sometimes 
corporate jets, fully loaded with people and 
their luggage and a full tank of gas to go to, 
for example, Teterboro in New Jersey, are too 
heavy and loud to get under the 95-decibel 
law. So what they do is take off from here with 
a small amount of gas—they call it a pick-up 
service, so people don’t have to deal with

head off to Teterboro at well over 95 decibels.” 

In 1990, Congress passed a law requiring 
any airport that takes money from the federal 
government to make its rules and regulations 
subject to the approval of the FAA. After some 
hassling, the FAA and Santa Monica agreed 
that the noise ordinances at Santa Monica 
had been put in before the FAA law. So their 
laws were grandfathered in and did not need 
FAA approvals. 

“Your new laws are not grandfathered in,” 
Hernandez said. 

“So why do you want to close the airport?” 
1 asked. a 

“The City wants to close the airport because 
it’s a source of noise and airport pollution. 
We want to close the airport and turn it into

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a park. The City has been the exclusive owner 
of the land since 1926. The voters approved 
a measure in 2014 that said if the airport 
closes, the only thing that can happen on 
the land is: parks, open space, recreation, 
education and culture. 

“This past August 23,” Hernandez said, “the 
City Council passed a resolution to close the 
airport by June 2018 or sooner.” 

Talking further with Fernandez and then later 
with others, I learned the following additional 
details about this controversy. 

The City sent papers to the FAA about the 
decision made that included information about 


_ the eventual eviction of the business of running 


an airport there. The FAA responded that 
because of what was signed after World War 
Il, the City could not do that. Once an airport, 
always an airport. The matter is now in court, 
and there is a trial date set for August 2017. 

The City believes that the agreement for the 
grandfathered-in noise ordinances ended in 
2015. The FAA says it continues on for another 
10 years. It’s how the wording was done. The 
City says it doesn’t matter. They have voted 
to tear out the runways and buildings. The 
200 acres, which they own, will become a park 
for the residents of the city. 

“Here is what we want to know,” another 
official at the airport told me. “With the noise 
ordinance lease coming to an end and our desire 
to close the airport voted upon, we think it 
inconceivable that the FAA can force us to have 
an airport which we don’t want in perpetuity 
when they never owned the property.” 

I told this official the court just decided that 
East Hampton Airport would have to abide by 
FAA restrictions put into place in 1990. 

“And we’d have to get them to approve our 
curfews and noise ordinances.” 

“Exactly. You’re a step behind us. And your 
ordinances do not predate 1990.” 

“Do you know of any civic airport in America 
that has noise restrictions like you do?” 

“I believe Naples, Florida might have 
them. But other than that, though many have 
tried, there have been no approvals of a stage 
three ordinance, which is really the only 
effective way to reduce noise. It requires that 
the charter companies phase in new planes 
with lower decibel levels. There is a time frame 


_ to do this.” 


I went back to Mr. Fernandez and thanked 
him for taking the time to talk to me. | asked 
if the restaurant at the airport, the Typhoon, 


_was still open, as I had not eaten, and he said 


today would be its last day. So I ate there. 
Burgers and fries and BBQ. Its entrance was up 
on the observation deck. But it can’t continue. 
The City of Santa Monica has cut back services 
at the airport to the bare minimum. Another 
restaurant on the property, just across the 
street from the Donald Douglas Loop, has also 
announced it will soon close. 

I left Santa Monica Airport, took an Uber back 
to LAX and took a red-eye Jet Blue back home 
to JFK, then a cab to the Hampton Jitney stop 
in Queens and another Jitney back to my car 
parked at the Omni in Southampton and so 
home. The whole thing took 25 hours. 

I hope what I have learned at Santa Monica is 
helpful to the East Hampton Town officials in 
deciding what to do next.

The Terrible Mistake That Created Daylight Savings Time

kee Savings Time ended in America 
at 2 a.m. on November 6. Here in the 
Hamptons, that meant people who were used 
to coming home from work at 5 p.m. into a 
lovely sunset suddenly found that the sun was 
already down. It had set at 4 p.m. and the world 
was now dark. They’d drive home muttering to 
themselves. Indeed, as the upcoming days fly 
by, this situation is only getting worse. In early 
December the sun will set in the middle of the 
afternoon, depressing everybody even further. 
That is why we have Christmas tree lights all 
over town, and all over towns everywhere 
else in America. These lights cheer us up a 
bit as we drive home in the dark. But then, 
after Christmas, we take the lights down and 
depression sets in again until May 6, when 
Daylight Savings Time again comes into effect. 
A lot has been written about how Daylight 
Savings Time started. Some say the Germans 
started it in the early part of the 20th century 


to save fuel during the First World War. Others 
say it has to do with farmers, or kids going to 
school in the dark or President Roosevelt in 
mid-century and World War II. 

My Uncle Ed was the great storyteller in 
my family, and he used to get us kids to 
gather around so he could relate the many 
efforts that came before Germany and the 
First World War, not to move the clocks back 
and forth within the existing daylight, but to 
make more hours of daylight and less hours of 
nighttime every day. Everyone wanted more 
daylight. A Belgian mathematician thought 
it could be .done. It would be the wonder of 
the age. 

Uncle Ed said it was the failed attempt to do 
this in the late 19th century that brought about 
Daylight Savings Time. Daylight Savings Time 
was an accident. 

Everywhere in the world, around the end of 
that century, remarkable things were being 
invented. Fulton invented the steamboat. 
Richard Trevithick invented the steam-powered 


locomotive. Edison invented the electric light, 
Alexander Graham Bell the telephone, Karl 
Benz the automobile. George Eastman invented 
the camera, Wilhelm Conrad Rontgen the X-ray, 
the Wright Brothers the airplane. The sky, it 
seemed, was the limit. 

In Belgium, a mathematician by the name 
of Hans Bregmeister Holmstead got the idea 
of expanding daylight. He had discovered a 
mathematical formula. 

In those years, people kept time by 
looking up at clock towers atop railroad 
terminals everywhere. High up in _ each 
clock tower, teams of laborers put iron 
cranks into gears to move the heavy hands 
of giant clocks forward one click, every 
minute. These men would know when to do 
this because the master clock tower, as it 
was Called, was located in the famous city 
of Liege, Belgium, and the clock tower at the 
next station down the line was close enough 
for the people inside to see it. When Liege 
moved its minute (Cont'd on page 32) 
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$100,000 Needed to Restore “Stargazer”

or 25 years artist Linda Scott’s iconic, 

50-foot sculpture, “Stargazer,” has been 
a beloved unofficial welcome sign to the 
Hamptons for drivers heading east in Manorville. 
But, as many drivers have begun to notice, this 
treasured landmark is in desperate need of 
repair, and unless someone, or everyone, steps 
in to help out, it could end up being one more 
fading memory of the bygone Hamptons. 

This giant, red silhouette of a deer holding an 
antler in its mouth, with a cutout eye and one 
three-dimensional ear extending out and down 
to the ground, is an inspiring sight looming high 
over the trees and fields. It even inspired Dan’s 
Papers cover artist Gerry McCluskey Moran to 
paint it in a landscape called “Almost There,” 
which graces the front of this week’s issue (and 
discussed in our Honoring the Artist column— 
see page 33). 

The woman who brought “Stargazer” into the 
world, Scott, died in July of 2015 after losing her 
battle with lung cancer at age 77. And with her 
passing, the artist’s creation has slowly begun 
to die with her. A plan is in place to restore the 
sculpture to its former glory, but it’s going to 
take $100,000 and the help of the community to 
make it happen. 

dhat. effort is being ted..by. Seott's 
longtime partner—and the man who made 
her vision technically and_ physically 
possible 25 years ago—David Morris, 
and her son, Morgan Pitts, who works as a 


property master in film and television. 

Morris, who was trained as a civil engineer, 
explains that “Stargazer” has fallen into such 
an ever-advancing state of disrepair that it 
will require a completely new wood frame and 
plywood “skin” over the existing steel frame 
and concrete substructure. .

He says lightning hit the sculpture about a year 
ago, knocking a piece off the top and allowing 
water to get inside. That water has sped up 
the deterioration of “Stargazer” and caused the 
original acrylic stucco coating, which protects 
it from the elements, to delaminate. 

Morris says he’s done one quick patch, but it’s 


now well beyond these kinds of repairs. He says 
“Stargazer” held together much longer than 


. expected, and it’s needed a serious overhaul 


for some time. 

“We built this thing to last six years, and 
it’s been up 25 years at least,” Morris adds, 
explaining that acrylic stucco has come a long 
way since 1991 and new materials will give 
“Stargazer” a long life once the work is done. 

“When I redo it, it will last 50 years at least,” 
Morris says, but it needs to be done right, and 
that costs money. 

Once the funds are in place, Morris says a 


- complete restoration could take about a month. 


Before taking anything apart, he would make a 
mock-up of the existing sculpture to ensure all 
measurements are exact. “The most important 
thing is to keep the exact shape of the eye,” 
Morris adds, clearly conjuring his late partner’s 
fastidious artistic vision. He points out that one 
bad measurement could “throw it all off.” 

Morris ‘and Pitts are meeting this week to 
discuss fundraising plans for the project. While: 
Morris has the drive and knowhow to restore 
“Stargazer,” he says Scott’s son is best suited to 
secure the necessary capital. 

Pitts was overwhelmed with work in recent 
months, but his schedule has finally slowed 
down enough to begin moving forward with 
the job of keeping his mother’s greatest public 
legacy alive for future generations. @&

hand, the next clock tower workers moved 
theirs, and so forth and so on all through 
Europe and then across the ocean to the 
clocks overseas. 

You never heard of Hans Bregmeister 
Holmstead, because his experiment not only 
failed, it caused a whole unexpected shift in 
telling time everywhere. His name is relegated 
to the dumpster in Liege. 

The year was 1892. Holmstead had calculated 
that the relationship between the setting sun 
and rising moon would result in this effort 
working if done at exactly 5 p.m. on September 
6. Standing on a ladder late that afternoon 
on the cobbled street alongside the railroad 
station in full view of the dozen men working 
the afternoon shift up in the Liege clock tower, 


he raised a red flag at 4:59 p.m., held it there, 
and then, exactly when it would have been 
5 p.m., he waved that flag. Up in the clock tower 
the big hand did not move. Instead, the men, 
by pre-arrangement, moved the little hand, the 
hand that marked the hour, back an hour. It was 
now:3:59 p.m. And so, in the tower of the next 
railroad station down the line, the little hand 
was moved backwards one hour, and so forth 
and so on all through the world. 

After that, using a bull horn (megaphones 
had not yet been invented), Holmstead 
counted slowly down from 60. And when he 
reached zero, the men in his tower, again 
by pre-arrangement, moved the big hand one 
minute forward. Around the world, the time of 
daylight had just been lengthened by one hour 
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and one minute. Success! 

Unfortunately, the following morning, the sun 
rose an hour earlier, when everybody was still 
sleeping. Riots ensued. Holmberg was arrested 
and sent to jail. Attempts were made to undo 
the damage he’d done and the chaos that had 
ensued when people showed up at the wrong 
time to meet a train everywhere. 

It took exactly six months, Uncle Ed told 
us, before a committee in England in the town 
of Greenwich discovered the error in 
Holmberg’s calculations and were able to fix it. 
And so, Liege time was re-set and everything 
was restored as before. se 

However, amazingly, the following autumn 
the clocks all set themselves back an hour on 
September 4. The workmen hadn’t touched 
them. It had happened on its own. New workmen 
were brought in, but they just stood there 
scratching their heads. Then in the spring, the 
clocks shifted forward again all by themselves. 
How could this be? 

After a few years of this, the people in the 
western world decided they liked the clocks 
getting set back in the fall and forward in 
the spring. So it was decided, again by that 
committee in Greenwich, to just leave things 
alone forever after. And so it was. And that’s 
how this came about. 

In Michael Downing’s book, Spring Forward: 
The Annual Madness of Daylight Saving Time 
he writes that in 1917, the year after the 
Germans set the clocks back, the English and 
French did, too. And when the war ended, they 
stopped doing it. He writes it didn’t get put into 
effect again until the Second World War, when 
President Franklin Roosevelt ordered it done to 
save fuel. After the war, the government said 
it could be undone. The towns and villages 
should decide. As a result, some parts of 
America went off Daylight Savings Time, while 
other parts stayed on it. It was chaos. And so, 
Downing writes, President Lyndon Johnson 
passed the law requiring all states to adopt 
it to end that problem, and when all did, 
except Arizona, it was better. Downing says 
that President Richard Nixon then added one 
month to Daylight Savings Time so it ends 
November 6. It’s all lies, all lies. 

My Uncle Ed also told us he had been a 
soldier in World War I. He was assigned the job 
of guarding the Parsippany Reservoir in New 
Jersey. One evening, just after the sunset, he 
spied 10 German soldiers sneaking around the 
curve of the reservoir. He had only one gun and 
one bullet. What to do? Using all his strength, 
he bent the barrel of his gun, aimed it at the 
side of the reservoir and pulled the trigger. The 
bullet curved along, went through each of the 
Germans one by one, came all the way around 
the reservoir and back into his gun. And that’s 
how he saved America. £& :

What was your inspiration for “Almost There?” 

The inspiration was the “Stargazer” sculpture 
and the title came from its location.

Many people don’t know this, but the sculpture 
is actually the head of a deer with antlers in its 
mouth. I first saw it in the 90s and I’ve passed 
it countless times since.

Unfortunately, the sculpture has 
a big tear in it at the moment. I was 
saddened to learn of Scott’s death. 
I hope my painting can help to 
preserve her memory and sculpture, 
which serves as a _ point of 
reference for so many going east.

One Can Never Have Too Many Spring Flowers

_ Every spring | say that | will 
order more daffodils, crocus 


did. I have ordered bulbs for 
clients for many years and 
_ have favorites. 

' Since my garden is now 
_ fenced, I added a few tulips and 
_ lilies last year as an experiment 
and they lived—and deer did 

not jump over the fence! 

I have always ordered bulbs from Brent and 
Becky’s Bulbs. Their catalogue is online but I get 
a paper one and, even though I have examined it 
thoroughly every year, | studied it again this year. 

One can never have too many daffodils so I 
ordered some more. | favor unusual ones, so this 
year I ordered more traditional yellow ones to mix 
with the others. I like to plant daffodils in groups of 
three to five at least—some in beds and some against 
garden borders. Remember when planting that all 
bulb foliage must be left to die back completely. It’s 
best to plant them where the dying foliage will not be 
too noticeable....among ferns, day lilies or grasses, 
for example. 

One common assumption about daffodils is that 
once they are planted, they will multiply and live 
forever. Well, some will multiply and some ‘older 
varieties will live for many years. Look for “naturalizer” 


and some “goodies.” This year | 


in the description. “Perennial” daffodils will live for 
several years only and will not multiply. Often very 
fancy ones don’t come back at all. However, I have 
planted some that I thought would be one-timers 
and they have come back for many years. So pick 
the ones you like, keeping in mind the description of 
longevity, and realize that some are fickle. 

Tulips have similar returning habits. Most don’t 
return, or return for only a couple of years. Darwins 
and species varieties are the most reliable and also 
some of the most beautiful. Darwins are tall, large- 
blossomed and come in various colors. Tulips are 
so inexpensive in relation to the beauty they provide 
that they are often planted as annuals. If you see 
ones you like that aren’t reliable returners, you 
might consider this. Species tulips are varied in size, 
shape, height and are very interesting as they are not 
commonly seen. Several varieties have returned in 
my garden for many years. 

Tulips are favorites of deer and voles. Before 
deer found our neighborhood, I had moles and 
voles. I planted tulips in boxes made of hardware 
cloth. Not a very easy task but I was determined to 
have tulips. When deer invaded, I only enjoyed tulips 
in clients’ gardens. 

One can never have too many crocuses. They are 
so welcome when the winter is ending. I’m so happy 
to see them and, if you get your nose right down to 
the flower, they have a wonderful fragrance. I order 
the tommasinianus variety because squirrels like 
them less than others. I like to tuck several crocuses

Bay Street’s The Scarlet Letter Teaches

B” Street Theater brings literature to life 
on stage this month with Nathaniel 
Hawthorne’s The Scarlet Letter. This 90-minute stage 
production marks the Sag Harbor theater’s eighth 
year of Literature Live!, a BOCES-approved Arts-in- 
Education program. 

Set in Boston, Massachusetts in the 1600s, The 
Scarlet Letter tells the story of Hester Prynne, a 
married woman who conceives a daughter out of 
wedlock during her husband’s long absence. As a 
result of this, she is forced to wear the letter “A” for 
adultery on the breast of her gown. 

After she refuses to name the father, Hester 
becomes a social outcast. But the harsh ramifications 
don’t stop her from living a life filled with as much 
dignity and honor as possible. Despite this, the 
judgmental society in which she lives deams her 
unfit to raise her seven-year-old daughter, Pearl, 
and it’s only through the kind and sympathetic Rev. 
Arthur Dimmesdale that mother and daughter are 
permitted to stay together. 

If that doesn’t sound like enough 17th-centruy 
drama, this story of guilt, sin and repentance really 
comes to a head when Hester’s missing husband, 
posing as Dr. Roger Chillingworth, returns. 

Scott Eck and Joe Minutillo penned the adapted 
script, which ultimately leads to a short and sweet 
stage rendition of the 1850 novel. The scene changes 
are seamless and the stage is dressed with branches 
and leaves, which gave this trip back in time a 


sense of place. The lighting arrangements and Felix 
Bird’s original music draws the audience in even 
further, particularly during Dimmesdale’s attack 
of conscience. Bird is an East End resident and his 
music has been featured in numerous movies and 
television shows, including How I Met your Mother, 
The Bachelor and America’s Got Talent. 

Don’t be startled when the actors begin their 
performance amid the audience. Right off the bat, 
the Puritan villagers’ resentment toward Hester 
(played by the gracious and self-controlled Chloe 
Dirksen) makes theatergoers wary of this puritanical 
way Of life. 

Michael Raver’s’ sensitive, yet powerful 
performance as Rev. Arthur Dimmesdale gives a 
much more favorable view of his character than the 
one in the source material. While Raver’s rendition is 
hesitant in his pivotal decision, in the end, he is still 
heroic, as opposed to the arguably cowardly figure 
in Hawthorne’s novel. 

Dakota Quackenbush’s. performance as 
Pearl is one of the  show’s _ highlights. 
Her lighthearted, but rebellious spirit reflects 
the hope of this classic tale, and provides the 
production’s comic relief. Quackenbush is currently 
in the fifth grade at John Marshall Elementary School 
in East Hampton.

Thanksgiving is a time to 
be grateful for all that the 
East End has to offer. A 
time of harvest, a time of 
reflection, a time of readying 
for winter. And...a time to eat, 
drink and shop! Here’s what’s 
new in East End dining and 
gourmet shopping. 

Chef David Hersh’s latest 
destination restaurant Rhum 
is set to open on East Main Street in Patchogue just 
after Thanksgiving. It is said the menu will be similar 
to Rumba (one of his Hamptons Bays places—the 
other is CowFish). So, expect Caribbean-themed 
cuisine and tropical décor.

The Bridgehampton Inn on Bridgehampton’s Main 
Street has a new toque at the helm in executive 
chef Brian Szostak and two books due out soon 
and...a cocktail lounge. As a relaxing candlelit space 
to enjoy mixologist and bartender Kyle Fengler’s 
weekly cocktail menu and small plates from their 
weekly dinner menu—this lounge beckons foodies 


and “drinkies” alike. The first book due out is about 


the Loaves and Fishes family kitchen, it features 
lots of photos of the people who make up the inner 
and outer circles of this “kitchen family” in action.

tower,” Deighton says of the 
bunker portion of the home, 
which comprises three stories, 
including a den on the ground 
floor, a walk-in cedar closet 
upstairs and the basement 
below ground. The original 
exterior facades feature low 
profile windows and_ thick, 
concrete walls styled to appear 
like shingles or siding—one 
of which even had a bullet 
hole in it, though that’s since 
been filled. 

Inside, large, heavy 
metal doors remain on the 
den and basement levels, 
allowing residents to have a 
clear picture of the home’s 
compelling history as a coastal 
observation — structure.
